WESTERN INDUSTRIAL GROW 


Canadian National officials claim that 
more than $27,000,000 were invested Jast 
year in industrial 
kind and another along the lines of that 
system in western Canada. Investment 
in similar enterprises in territory served 
by the C.P.R. doubtless ran to as large an 
amount, perhaps larger. 

On that basis a sum of fifty million | 
dollars or more went into the creation or 
extensian of western industries during the 
year; a sum equivalent to one-sixth or) 
one-fifth the value of the wheat crop.

CURBING CHICAGO 


The supreme court of the United 
States has decided that Chicago has no 
right to drain Lake Michigan into the 
Mississippi river because that happens to 
be a cheap way of getting rid of the city 
sewerage. Also that, cheap or dear, that | 
particular method of disposing of the 
sewerage will have to stop. Further, that 
the diversion of water was permitted as | 
an emergency measure only, and on the 
supposition that it was the bona-fide ‘n- 
tention of Chicago to instal a disposal 
plant, which has not been done. 


That seems to make a_ pretty clean } 
sweep of Chicago's claim that it could 
use the Mississippi as a sewer and 
divert water from Lake Michigan with- 


out regard to the shipping interests of 
other lake ports, Canada has a practical 
interest in the matter, because it has been 
claimed that the diversion was lowering 
the levels of the lower lakes and interfer- 
ing with the Ontario harbors on Lake 
Huron, Lake Erie and Lake Ontario. The | 
judgment apparently puts an end to a 
situation that has been the subject of a 
prolonged international controversy. | 


HOW ABOUT AS ‘LLING PLAN? | 


Since the penitentiary grounds are of- 
fered for sale, it is to be assumed that the | 
Government does not want the property, | 
and is only interested in getting out of it 
the $200,000 named as an approximate 
price, That is more than the city is at all 
likely to pay. But it is also more than | 
any other party is at all likely to pay. If 
the city is without the property, the Gov- | 
ernment is without the $200,000, and with- 
out any present prospect of getting it.
